lt is estimated that there are over 
155.876 free homesteads open for en- 
try in the three prairie provinces, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
This means that over 25,000,000 acres 
are being given away for less than 
ten cents an acre. The entry fee for 
one homestead of 160 acres being $10 
will mean that when all these home- 
steads are disposed of the government 
will have received $1,558,760 for twen- 
ty-five million acres of land. Of these 
homesteeds, 118,134 are located ad- 
jacen(t to the Canadian Northern Rall- 
way, and 35,000 of them are within 
twenty mile. of existing C.N.R. lines, 
many of these being within two or 
three miles of a railway service. 

Full detailed information as to 
where these homesteads are, the na 
ture of the soil and the general des- 
cription of the country in which they 
are located, is given in a pamphlet re- 
cently issued by the Canadian North- 
ern Railway 

The pamphiet is beautifully printed 
with three-color half tones, the cover 
representing a recently arrived immi 
grant driving away from the village 
out to his homestead.

AN. ERRATIC VOLCANO. 


Rose From the Sea, Formed an Island 
and Sank Again. 

On June 16, 1810, the Sabrina, a Brit- 
Ish sloop of war, observed smoke aris- 
ing from the sea near St. Michael, off 
the Azores, and made for it, believing 
that a naval engagement was in prog- 
ress. Her crew found, however, that 
great tongues of flame were issuing 
along with the smoke-and that they 
bad cleared for action to fight a vol- 
cano. 

Forty-eight hours later an island 
made its appearance, having risen 

‘om a depth of forty fathoms in that 
period, and in another day it was fifty- 
one feet above the surface, with a 
length of about three-quarters of a 
mile, By July 4 the Sabrina’s people 
were able to lanf on this new shore, 
Which was then 800 feet high, with a 
circumference of fully a mile, with a 
stream six yards wide running from 
the center to the sea. 

They took formal possession of it for 
his Britannic majesty, hoisting the 
union jack on its most conspicuous 
point, but by degrees the island sank 
until about the middle of October it 
vanished below the surface, with the 
union jack still on it, like a battleship 
sinking with colors fiying after a fatal 
engagement.—London Standard.

A BABEL OF TONGUES. 4 


Half a Hundred Languages, Perhaps, 
In the Philippines. 

The natives of the VIhilippines are 
known to bare at lenst twenty-five 
languages, and some students of the 
ethnology of the islands have express- 
ed the belief that they have more than 
double that number of distinct tongues. 
For purposes of study they are gener- 
ally put in two groups: 

First.—The languages of the Negri- 
tos, supposedly descendants of the ab- 
original population of the islands, who 
are distributed in scattered tribes in 
the interior of the larger islands, 

Second.—The languages of the vari- 
ous Malay tribes which make up the 
bulk of the population—Christian, Mo- 
hammedan and pagan. 

It cannot be said that the Philippine 
languages possess any very consider- 
able literary value. The old native 
manuscripts Inscribed on Jeaves or 
strips of cane have practically all been 
lost. American students of the islands 
bave found the scanty native literature 
in religious writings, indifferent poetry 
and primitive newspapers. The natives 
themselves are profoundly ignorant for 
the most part as to thelr own litera- 
ture.—New York Times,

Caviar receives a clean bill in the 
London Lancet, despite the fact that 
At.iewegarded by many medical men as 
“oily, indigestible and unwholesome.” 
Numerous analyses have been made of 
this sturgeon roe delicacy, which, ac- 
cording to the writer, when averaged, 
appears to be as follows: Water, 50.92 
per cent; protein, 27.92 per cent; fat, 


In importance it is |-13.59 per cent, and mineral salts, 7.57 | 


per cent. It differs sharply from the 


flesh of fish by containing a much} 


larger quantity of fat. Moreover, this 
fat contains the peculiar oily phosphor- 
us compound known as lecithin, whicb 
is a stimulant to metabolism, affecting 
favorably the processes of nutrition. 
Caviar 1s, in fact, highly nutritive, 
and its digestibility has been deter- 
mined, the time taken for its absorp- 
tion being relatively short. If there is 
anything to be said unfavorably of 
caviar it is that its constituents err 
slightly on the side of richness,

CHAIN CABLES. 
- _e 
Severe Tests to Which They Are Sub- 

_  Jected Before Being Used. 
* One weak link in a cable may mean 

the loss of a great ship worth a mil- 
lion pounds or more, so before being 
used every one of the great chain 
cables used in the navy or merchant 
service is carefully tested. The ap- 


paratus employed is a most ingenious | 


one. hi 
The cable is laid fn a sort of long 
trough, one end being fastened to an 


enormous steel bawser, which is pass- | 
ed round a revolving drum, the other | 


attached to a hydraulic ram. 

The machinery is worked from on 
adjoining building, no one being allow- 
ed in the cable shed while the testing 
is in progress. If a chain does break 
under the terrific strain to which it is 
subjected it simply smashes every- 
thing near it and may bring the whole 
roof down, 

The operator in thé next room has 
before him an ordinary looking pair of 
‘scales, but the small weights which he 
places upon it represent as many tons 
ns they actually weigh pounds. 


While the weights go into the scales | 


a loud creaking and groaning is beard 
through the thick partition as the 
seventy-eight foot length of cable, 
which is the amount tested at one 
time, stretches under the enormous 
pressure.

STARTING THE GARDEN 


NOW IS THE TIME TO GET SEEDS 


INTO THE FRAMES. 


Some Hints For the Amateur Who I¢ 
Looking Forward to the Day When 
Early Flowers and Vegetables Wil! 
Gladden the Eyes — Perennials 
From Seed—Study the Catalogues 
—Enriching the Soil. 


The one invariable rule of the ex- 
perienced gardener is to order his 
seeds for the season’s planting as ear- 
ly in the year as seeds are obtainable. 

It must be remembered, too, that 
for the best results seeds of soma 
flowers, annuals and perennials, and 
of some vegetables must be planted 
indoors, nursed into sturdy growth be- 
fore the season is come for cutdoor 
planting and “grown on,” as the gar- 


dener expresses it, so that they may 
be set in the open ground as soon as 
the spring is sufficiently advanced 


to make the transplanting safe. 

For starting seeds indoors it is best 
to make use of shallow boxes some 
three or four inches deep. The florists 
call these “flats,” and a visit to any 
florist’s shop will supply the beginner 
with an idea of their construction. 
Avoid making them too wide or too 
long, for when filled with earth they 
are heavier than you would imagine. 
In the bottom of the boxes drill quar- 
ter inch holes and over these set bits 
of broken flowerpots. Fill in first 
with coarse earth, to which sand or 
ashes may be added to insure good 
drainage. Toward the top add finer 
earth until the surface layer, half an 
inch deep is of soil that is finely pul- 
verized. For very small seed fill the 
“flat” to within a quarter of an inch 
of the top of the box, sow the seeds 


| lightly, making sure of as uniform 


distribution as possible, and press 
these in place with a board. Water 
carefully with a fine spray and set 
the box in a warm, light situation. 

Larger seed are covered to varying 
depths, depending upon the size of 
the seed. A safe rule is to bury the 
seed to a depth four times its own 
size. It is apparent, of course, that 
for these coarser seed are not 
filled so full of earth. It is generally 
advisable to fill the boxes vartially 
to the point where the seei are to be 
planted, then to place the seeds on 
this surface at the required distance 
apart and finally to sift the pulverized 
earth on top until the boxes are filled 
to within a quarter inch of tne top. 

Perennials for the garden are easily 
raised from seed by the amateur, pro- 
vided, of course, the professional gar- 
dener himself adopts that means of 
propagation. Some perennials, how- 
ever, afte best propagated by root divi- 
sion. Not a few may be grown from 
seed provided one has the time and 
patience to expend on them, but there 
is little to be gained with these when 
there is, comparatively speaking, a 
large group that responds readily to 
this sort of treatment. 

The perennials easiest raised from 
the seed are the following: Adonis, 
Alyssum saxatile, Bellis 
geum,  beris, myosotis, 
phlox, campanula, delphinium, dian- 
thus, gaillardia, Geranium sanguine- 
achillea, heuchera, as- 
ters and lychnis. This list by no 
means exhausts the ossibilities. 
There are other varieties that the gar- 
dener as he becomes more expert wil 
add to his collection. 

A word of advice may be permissible 
in regard to the purchase of seeds. It 
is a matter of economy to buy of

Study the catalogues 
thoroughly, proceed cautiously in the 
selection of varieties, either in flow- 
ers or vegetables; rely on established 
sorts rather than upon “novelties” 
and, as it was suggested in the be- 
ginning, lose no time in ordering the 
seeds required. 

If the soil of your garden is in good 
is, if it 
contains the proper amount of de- 
cayed vegetable matter—excellent re- 
sults in the way of fertilizing may be 
obtained without the inconvenience of 
handling ordinary manure. Sheep 
manure may be bought in sacks and is 
excellent. It gives immediate results. 
Strewn over and dug into the veget- 
able garden or placed directly in drills 
or hills, it promotes a rapid, steady 
growth until maturity. It makes rich 
and safe liquid manure, one pound 
in five gallons of water producing 
mixture which can be used safely 
daily if necessary. 

Bonemeal is good, but is not a com- 
plete fertilizer. .Wood ashes should 
be used with caution, as the large 
amount of dye they contain may do 
mischief, > 

The best chemical fertilizer is what 
is known as a complete fertilizer, 
which is supplied under various 
names. Ask when you buy it how to 
use it and be sure to use no more 
than the directions permit. A very 
light sprinkling over the soil after 
spading or plowing, then raked in, is 
best. Chemical fertilizers are very 
strong and will kill or injure plants 
if used to excess. 

If the soil of your garden is not in 
good mechanical condition it must be 

roperly manured before you can hope 
e ae success. Dig in fresh horse 
manure and leave the greund rough 
and let the manure rot, When it is 
rotted spade up the ground again and 

erhaps planting may be done. Never 
te fresh manure into the ground, 
however, just before planting.

A WELL SET TRAP 


Snared a Blackmailer Who Dared 
to Invade Wall Street. 


TRIED TO WORK JAY GOULD.

But the Old Financier Was Not to Be 
Scared by a Black Hand Letter, and 
His Partner Fixed Up a Scheme That 
Cleverly Caught the Culprit. 


The late Jay Gould arrived at bis of- 
fice one morning in a state of mind. 
“There!” he said to bis favorite part- 
ner, flinging down a letter which had 


to send them to my wife it’s got to be 
stopped. What can you do?” 

The partner first read the letter. The | 
writer premised that he had lost a great 
deal of money speculating in Gould 


‘stocks, especially Missouri Pacific, and 


required that he be advised how to get 


, back what he had lost and more be- 


sides. Unless Mr. Gould imparted to 
him straight, bona fide money making 
information he would destroy Mrs. | 
Gould. The manner in which he de- 
sired the information to be imparted 
was this: Every morning an advertise- | 


paper advising him when to buy and 
when to sell Missouri Pacific. The ad- 
vertisement should be written in a code 
which he bad devised, so that he alone 
would receive and understand the tip. 

“1 think I can catch him,” said Mr. 
Gould's partner. “Just leave it to me.” 

Mr. Gould was for calling in Inspec- | 
tor Byrnes at once, but his partner 
thought they had better wait until 
they had laid a mine for the offender. 

The partner, who had a shrewd un- | 
derstanding of human nature, proceed- 
ed in an unexpected manner. It hap- 
pened that Mr. Gould's firm was very 
active in Missouri Pacific and con- 
trolled the stock’s fluctuations. On 
the next day an advertisement was 
inserted, as the blackmailer had _ re- 
quested, informing him agreeably to 
his code to buy Missouri Pacifie and | 
to watch for further instructions. Mis- 
souri Pacific stéck went up. A few 
days later another advertisement was 
inserted telling him to sell Missouri 
Pacific. And Missouri Pacific declin- 
ed. Again he was told when to buy 
it and again when to sell it, and when 
this had been repeated a number of 
times the partner was ready to spring 
the trap. He inserted an advertise- 
ment which took the blackmailer off 
his guard. It read somewhat like this: 

“Missourl Pacific.—The person who 
has been receiving information to his 
own profit about the movements of 
this stock has not kept faith with us. 
He has been imparting it to others. 
For that reason it is discontinued.” 

That was not true. There was not 
the slightest reason to believe that the 
blackmailer had imparted his informa- 
tion to others; there had been even 
no conclusive evidence of his acting 
on it for himself, as he would not be 
likely to speculate on so large a scale 
as to be recognized in the stock mar- 
ket. But even in a few hundred shares | 
at a time a man could make a great | 
deal of money in a short time if he 
knew beforeband infallibly when the 
price would rise and when it would 
fall. Mr. Gould's partner counted 
upon the man's natural impulse when 
accused of having, by his own lack 
of discretion, slain his goose.

And just before dark a letter ad- 
dressed to Jay Gould was posted by a 
well dressed young man, who ten min- 
utes later was in the office of Inspector 
Byrnes protesting indignantly and de- 
elaring his family connections. He did 
hot know on what evidence he had 
beep taken. Mr. Gould's partner was 
summoned, and he opeued the letter, 
which was exactly the one expected. 
The writer warmly and truthfully de 
nied that be bad imparted the Missourl 
Pacific information to any one aud said | 
that therefore be should expect to con- 
tinue receiving it as before. 

But the blackmailer was no more sur- 
prised when confronted by the letter | 
than Mr, Gould’s partner was when he 
saw the blackmailer, for it turned out 
that he was socially well connected. | 
He was, in fact, the son of a man for 
whom one meinber of the Gould firm 
entertained feelings of friendship. He 
had done badly with everything and | 
bad at last resorted to blackmail, His | 
threat to do violence to Mrs, Gould | 
Was empty, though there was no know: 
ing beforehand that such was the case, 
Mr. Gould was not easily mollified. He | 
thought an example should be made of | 
one of the few threatening letter writ- | 
ers Wall street bad ever caught red- | 
banded.

HEALING IN NINEVEH. 


Medical Science as It Existed In the 
Ancient City. 

The patient work of the archaeolo- 
gist enables people of today to form a 
very fair idea of medical science as it 
existed in Nineveh 650 yeurs before 
the birth of Christ, says the New York 
Sun. Of the 20,000 tablets taken from 
the library of Assurbanipal, the great 
king of Assyria, who conquered Egypt 
and Bablyonia and established his sub- 
jects in the deserted cities of Samaria, 
hundreds deal exclusively with medl- 
cine and contain numerous prescrip- 
tions: 

“If a man has colic make him stand 
up and pour over him a decoction of 
hypericum and he will recover. 

“Or make him crouch down on his 
beels and pour cold water over his 
bead.” 

Faith healing seems to be indicated 
in a prescription which runs: “If he is 


| in a weak state, make him bend down, 


then raise his legs and say, ‘May you 
get quite well.’ Strike him also on the 
head fourteen times with your thumb.” 

Many prescriptions deal with the 
cure of a disorder which was very 
common at Nineveh and which seems 
to have been due to overindulgence in 
food and drink: “When a man is bil- 
jous rub him with an onion and let 
him drink nothing but water and aly 
stain from food altogether.” 


Among the medicines used by the | 
| physicians of Nineveh were sesame, 


olive oil, castor oil, sirup of dates, 
honey and salt. Fasting and massage 
were frequently ordered.

| The Deer Killing Brutes Get No Mercy |

The Swedish Luapps are said to live 
entirely with, by and upon their rein- 
deer. A Lapp who owns a thousand 
deer is a rich man, but as taxes are 
assessed upon the number of deer, he 
is inclined to underestimate his herd. 
The most dangerous enemy to the herd 


| is the wolf, which can kill many deer 


in a night. A band of wolves can make 
a rich Lapp poor.

She hus studied binding, cover de- 
signing, tooling and edging abroad un- 
der the best masters in each branch of

For J. Plerpont Morgan, that prince
